Making Cob Charcoal. 


One of the cheapest and best ref 
ishes for hogs of all ages and sizes is 
cob and bone charcoal. 
Some dry day 
rake together all the cobs, no matte! 
how' dirty. 
Dig a shallow’ pit, start 
a fire with some shavings, and grad 
ually bury it with cobs without smoth 
cring it. 
Put iu the old bones that 
have been lying around. 
Let the pile smolder until all the 
cobs are charred through, but abovt 
all things don't let the cobs burn sc 
as to crumble. 
Throw on a bushel O' 
oats the last thing, and when charred 
pour on water. 
Salt down and scattei 
to cool. 
This is a relish that will 
make a little pig hit daddy. 


The strawberry plant is very hardy 
standing severe arid continued freez­ 
ing weather, but is often injured by 
alternate 
freezing 
and 
thawing, 
therefore we must cover to prevent 
this injury. 
Any coarse, strawy ma 
terial, 
like 
old 
hay, straw', leaves 
pine needles or strawy stable manure 
can be used for this purpose. 
Only a thin covering is needed, just 
enough to prevent thawing until the 
warm weather of spring. Most grow­ 
ers of strawberries 
delay 
covering 
until the ground becomes frozen so 
that a team may be driven over the 
ground without cutting it; but it is 
better in the home garden to cover 
the bed as soon as the ground begins 
to freeze. 
Blackberry canes may be protected 
In the same manner, but the roots 
must be started with a fork so that 
the bending shall not come upon the 
canes, which would be broken if bent 
over.

When a farmer raises pigs for sah 
as breeders be should have a definite 
system of marking each litter. 
Thert 
are several methods of doing this, o! 
which perhaps the best consists o 
making notches in the ears and hav­ 
ing each notch represent a definite 
number. 
By mean* of the following method 
as many aa a hundred litters may bi 
marked with not 
to 
exceed 
foul 
notches in the ears of each pig. 
For 
example: 
Let a notch on the lowei 
edge of the left ear represent No. I 
on the same edge near the tip. No. IO 
on the upper edge of the same ea: 
near the tip, No. 20. 
On the riglu 
ear, lower edge near the head, let tin 
notch represent No, 3; and on th' 
same edge near the tip, No. 30; oi 
the upper edge of the same ear, No 
5; and on the same edge near the tip 
No. 50. 
This system is easy to re 
member. 
All you have to keep lr 
mind is that No. I is on the left ear 
near the bead and No. 5 just above it

on the upper edge, and that on the 
right ear No. 3 is on the lower edge 
near the head and No. 5 Is just above 
It on the upper edge. 
Near the tips. 
the numbers are just ten times as 
large as those near the head. 
Each pig of litter No. I should have 
the notch on the upper edge of the 
■ame ear. those 
of 
number 
three 
should have the notch on the lower 
■dge of the right ear near the head 
those of No. 4 should have a notch on 
the lower edge of both ears near the 
head. 
By following this system any 
a umber of combinations 
of 
these 
numbers may be made up to IOO. 
By studying the 
illustration 
one 
may get a good idea of this method of 
marking. 
The key head shows the 
method already described, while the 
other three figures show- how the ears 
are marked for biters 5, T7 and 41 
Each year the litters should be num­ 
bered in the order of their birth, each 
pig in the litter being given the sam* 
marking.

Many trees have weak limbs and 
develop bad crotches. 
In some cases 
these result from injudicious prun­ 
ing, while often they are the expres­ 
sion of the natural habit of the vari­ 
ety. 
A familiar sight on our streets 
is the leaking of the large crotches 
of cottonwoods. 
There is a strain of 
the point where the two large limbs 
meet, hence a partial splitting, mak­ 
ing an opening from which the sap 
exudes. 
This leakage is unsightly; 
furthermore, weak crotches of trees 
are dangerous to life and property. 
In most cases weak crotches may 
be easily braced. 
An excellent method of strengthen­ 
ing a weak crotch is to run aa iron 
rod through the two limbs which form 
the undesirable crotch. 
A hcle 
is 
bored through the two limbs a short 
distance above the crotch. 
ThiB hole 
should be made to fit the rod an near-* 
ly as possible; this hole will not In­ 
jure the tree. 
The rod should have 
a large head at 
one 
end 
and 
be 
threaded for a large nut 
at 
the 
other. 
The rod is inserted and the 
nut screwed up tightly. 
A one-inch 
rod will support a tremendous strain, 
but the size will depend, of course, 
upon the size 
of 
the 
limbs to be 
braced.

AID FOR WEAK SCHOOLS 


Supt. Luckett Calls Attention to Law I 
Passed by Assembly. 


A bill passed by the last Missouri 
J legislature provides for state aid for 
I weak school districts. 
A number of 
our weaker districts should take ad 
I vantage of this and secure the aid I 
I and give their children an opportu- j 
I nity to attend 
an

In order to secure the aid a district 
| must meet the three following condi­ 
tions: 
1. The district must have an as 
I sessed valuation of $50,000 or less. 
2. 
The district must levy 65 cents j 
! 
tho $100 fop school purposes. 
3. 
The district must have main 
I trined this year an average daily at 
I tendance of fifteen pupils, the aver 
age daily attendance must have been 
IO p e r cent of the last enumerations 
The amount of aid that may ne 
granted is $100 per district, fir so 
much thereof as may he necessary* to 
maintain an eight months’ school at 
the following salaries: 
Forty dollars 
per month for third grade teacher; 
Ila per month for second grade teach­ 
er; $50 per month for first grade 
teacher. 
The district is required to apply 
only IO cents on the $100 to the pay­ 
ment of teachers’ wages. 
The re­ 
maining 25 cents can he used for in 
cidental purposes, for buying library 
hooks and other needed equipment. 
If the attendance has been fifteen 
or more, or if it has been CO per cent 
of the enumeration, 
the 
following 
districts can qualify for state aid by 
voting 
the 
necessary 65 cents for 
school purposes: 
Districts Nos. 5, ti, 
14, 15, 27, 42, 75, 82, 84, 91, 93 and 
103. 
A levy of 65 cents can he made at 
the annual meeting without previous 
notice being given, as this Is one of 
the specified powers of tho annual 
meeting.—T.

Early this morning a Kansas City 
Southern freight train pulled eight or 
ten ears through a bridge just east 
of Eve, Mo., says the Fort Scott, Kas.,, 
Tribune of Friday afternoon. 
The 
bridge had become very weak from 
heavy traffic and this morning, while 
the freight was passing over it. gave 
completely away and fell, allowing, 
it is figured, nearly ten fruit ears to 
drop. 
The bridge was entirely demolished 
and is beyond repair, so the manage­ 
ment has ordered bridge crews from 
both Kansas City and Pitisnurg to 
construct a new structure. 
The engine had barely passed over 
Hie bridge before there came a sud­ 
den jolt, quickly followed by a crash. 
The train was broken iii two, with 
parts standing on each side of the 
stream, and a pile of badly broken 
cars heaped in between. 
No one was injured, but the dam­ 
age will be very heavy, for tile cars 
were all filled with fruit and the loss 
of the bridge itself will be extremely 
heavy. 
It is considered very fortu­ 
nate that the structure did not give 
way while the engine was passing 
over, for then the engine crew would 
have been instantly killed. 
The trains were detoured over the 
Katy to this city and put on the Fris­ 
co, where they were sent to Kansas 
City. It will take the Southern about 
thirty-six hours to construct even a 
temporary bridge so that trains can 
run over their own line, and iii the 
meantime the Katy anil Frisco will 
be used. 
The only traius which are 
being sent on are passenger and fruit 
trains, all merchandise being held.
